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EDITORIAL COMMENT 
OUR FRONTISPIECE 


Of course all librarians know Mrs. Carr, 
the best beloved member of the American 
Library Association, as well as its statistician. 
She has attended thirty-five conferences 
and stands number two on the honor roll, 
number one being her husband, Henry 
J. Carr, ex-president of the A. L. A. 

For years we have become accustomed 
to think of her as “Mother Carr.” Ask 
any of the members elected during the past 
ten years if she is not deserving of that 
fond name! 

It is our privilege to give her portrait 
the place of honor in this issue, and we 
know her many library friends will be 
glad to read this brief sketch of her life 
and activities. 

Deborah Edith Wallbridge was born at 
North East, Erie County, Pa., October 
2, 1854, her ancestors having been early 
settlers of Massachusetts, New Hampshire, 
and Connecticut. 


When about three years old she moved 
to Fort Dodge, Iowa, then a frontier fort, 
and to Boone, Iowa, in 1868, where both 
her parents died in 1869. She then returned 
to Pennsylvania, but in 1871 went with 
her only brother to live in Hillsdale, Michi- 
gan. She was graduated from Hillsdale 
College with the degree of B. S., later receiv- 
ing the degree of M. S. 

In 1879 we find her a resident of Hoopes- 
ton, Illinois, and then from 1881 to 1886, 
of Springfield, Illinois, where she held the 
position of “Assistant librarian’’ in the 
State Library. ‘‘Assistant’’ means, in the 
Illinois capitol, what “‘librarian’’ means 
to other communities, and Miss Wallbridge 
made a record there which, if continued, 
would have put her in the front rank of 
administrative librarians. 

But while God disposes, man proposes. 
She attended an A. L. A. convention and 
met there Henry J. Carr, 1o whom she was 
married in 1886, resigring her library posi- 
tion. So Mrs. Carr became then, in suc- 
cession, a resident of Grand Rapids, Michi- 
gan, St. Joseph, Missouri, and Scranton, 
Pennsylvania, where since 1901 the Carrs 
have made their home. An A. L. A. con- 
vention without Mrs. Carr would not be 
complete, as hundreds of library folk who 
have been welcomed to membership by 
her can testify. 

There is another side to Mrs. Carr’s busy 
life that few librarians know of. While 
keeping actively in touch with library 
matters, and making a happy home for 
“Henry,” she has found time for much 
genealogical research and study. She is a 
member of the Daughters of the American 
Revolution; of the United States Daugh- 
ters of 1812 (of which she was state president 
1917 to 1921 and a national vice-president 
1918 to 1922); of the National Society of 
New England Women (organizer and honor- 
ary president of the Scranton colony). 

Mrs. Carr also organized the Association 
of State Presidents, past and present, 
and charter members of the United 
States Daughters of 1812, and was its first 
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president, and is now honorary president. 
She is registrar of the Westmoreland Chapter, 
United States Daughters of 1812, having 
organized that chapter and been its first 
regent. She is a member of the New Eng- 
land Historic Genealogical Society; a char- 
ter member and treasurer 1909 to 1916 of 
the College Club of Scranton. She has for 
several years had charge in Lackawanna 
County of the prize essay for school children 
for the Colonial Dames of America. 

Add to these many active club duties, 
her live interest in her church and the 
Y. W. C. A. affairs in Pennsylvania and 
Maryland, and we believe our readers 
will, as librarians, have a new insight into 
the life of one hitherto known to them as 
a worker only in library fields. 


SUBSCRIPTION WORK IN THE MAGAZINE 
FIELD 


Most of the agencies carry a clause on 
their catalogs of prices to the effect that 
they will ‘‘meet or beat” any price quoted 
by other agencies. This causes some 
libraries to ask their former agent to “‘meet”’ 
prices made by a new agent bidding for 
their business. Others receiving bids 
award without ‘fear or favor” to the low- 
est, even though a new agent, and say it 
is not fair to the lowest bidder to ask the 
others to revise their bids. One librarian 
stated that the Library Committee did not 
consider ethical any offer to meet another’s 
bid. We confess our inability to under- 
stand such a feeling, for surely the old agent, 
should he have given satisfaction, ought 
to have a chance to revise his bid. Often 
a new or lower rate is made by some pub- 
lisher and all the agents do not receive 
the notice. Your present agent may have 
missed his. Should the library deny itself 
his services, tried and found good, and 
go to a new agent because of such a 
contingency? 

There is another phase of library sub- 
scription work that sometimes comes up, 
as for example this, quoted from a letter: 
“We were sorry to change but the Board 
felt the local dealer should have the order 
and he met your bid.”’ In such a case does 
the Board know that the home man simply 
asks his agent to place the list and that 
the chances of errors in booking are 
increased by using the local man asa middle- 
man? In such a case should not the libra- 
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rian be able to tell the Board that, if the 
local tradesman must have their business, 
he should be requested to place the order 
through the agency formerly handling, 
and then the chance of errors and trouble 
would be done away with. We shall always 
be glad to deal through a local bookman, 
if the library feels it necessary; other agen- 
cies would also do the same.

WHAT THE PUBLIC READS 


Fiction magazines continue to hold most 
of the prominent places on our newsstands, 
and a list of those recently seen will be inter- 
esting for a record of what is the best selling 
“‘literature.”” Some of these story maga- 
zines claim nearly two millions circulation 
a month. It is really terrible to contem- 
plate. One firm publishes ten magazines 
of which eight are on this list, and a month’s 
printing order was, for the ten, 4,970,000 
copies. Ace High, Action Stories, Adven- 
ture, Ainslees Magazine, Argosy-All Story, 
Black Mask, Blue Book, Breezy Stories, Clever 
Stories, Confessions, Cupid’s Diary, Dance 
Lovers’ Magazine, Detective Story Magazine, 
Dramatic Novels, Dream World, Droll Stories, 
Everybodys, I Confess, Illustrated Love Story 
Magazine, Monthly Magazine of Fiction, 
Marriage Stories, Metropolitan, Munseys, 
Illustrated Novelets, People’s Magazine, 
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Popular Magazine, Radio Stories, Real Life, 
Red Book, Secrets, Sea Stories, Saucy Stories, 
Short Stories, Smart Set, Snappy Stories, Sport 
Story Magazine, Telling Tales, Ten Story Book, 
Top Notch, Triple X, True Detective Mysteries, 
True Romances,True Story Magazine, Western 
Story Magazine, Youngs Realistic Stories 
Magazine. Forty-six monthly, semi-monthly, 
or weekly ‘thrillers’ for our youth to 
read, and the library is across the street 
and has but two of the forty-six on its rack!! 
Is this a part of the state of affairs that is so 
distasteful to the ‘Librarians’ Union’”’ of the 
A. F. L., which is out to remove all restric- 
tions from the “Carnegie Libraries’ of our 
country, and let the people have what they 
want, not what a ‘Board, self-perpetuated”’ 
decides to supply. 


COLONIAL LAWS 


The Worcester County Law Library, 
Worcester, Massachusetts, has in its collec- 
tion of Colonial and Early Constitutional 
laws of the United States volumes of great 
rarity, and those who are compiling cata- 
logs of such collections should not fail 
to get into touch with this library through 
its librarian, Dr. G. E. Wire. 


MAGAZINE NOTES 


Little poetry magazines seem to spring-up every- 
where. We may mention a few recently discovered. 
Palms, Pegasus, Circle, Four, Measure, Phantasmus, 
Interludes, Parnassus, Voices, Grail, Contemporary 
Verse, The Bard, Lyric West, Nomad, Whimsies. Of 
course our old friends Poet Lore, Poetry, Little Review, 
American Poetry Magazine are still with us, and The 
Quill gives some space to poetry. 

Jim Jam Jems, Hot Dog, Whizz Bang, and Jiffs are 
“little magazines”’ indicative of a trend in “‘literature’”’ 
which we hope will soon be forgotten. 

Here is the latest variant used in place of ‘‘volume”’ 
and “‘number.”’ ‘Petal 3 of Flower 4 to bloom in 
August 1924’’ altogether too sweet and poetic to 
adorn the little magazine cover on which we saw it. 

Advocate of Peace through Justice has, with vol. 86 
January, 1924, changed from its old quarto size to 
the compact 10 x 634 inch form. A peaceful return 
to normalcy that we cheerfully advocate and with 
justice. 

Alchemy: Symbolism: Astrology, a magazine for 
students, poets, and dreamers. This is a “one-man” 
periodical gotten out irregularly, not more than once 
a year, by P. H. Field, a busy nursery-man, in Glen- 
dale, California. He is unable to set up and print 
more than a hundred pages a year which he collects 
into one issue, unsewn, and distributes freely to his 
friends. December, 1923, is vol. 1, no. 9, the first 
issue was March, 1915. Don’t try to get on his free 
list, for we would then be responsible for his health, 
or for diminished attention to the nursery, which 
would be a pity. 


New Books by Librarians 
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The American City made an office blunder years ago 
which we have been the means of calling to the man- 
ager’s attention recently. How many libraries got 
caught? The index to vol. 8 became exhausted and 
a reprint was made, but a part of the index to vol. 12 
was used, so of course those who got the reprint have 
a “mongrel” on their shelves. 


American Journal of Pathology, vol. 1, will make its 
bow to the medical fraternity next January and cover 
the year 1925. It is the legitimate successor of 
Journal of Medical Research which ends its long and 
honorable career with vol. 44, 1924. 


American Magazine of Art for January, 1924, vol. 
15, no. 1, continues its pagination of vol. 14, but the 
publishers found out the error in time to start Feb- 
ruary, 1924, with page 57. 


The American Mercury prints a one-page index as 
the last page of vol. 1 andofvol.2. No title-page or 
contents will be printed to these volumes. May we 
not infer from this that the publisher has not yet 
concluded he is issuing a really first-class periodical? 
“By their deeds,”’ etc. 


Commerce and Finance has classified itself in a group 
by its lonesome. It believes in commerce, and its 
methods show high finance for having admitted that 
it compiles an index to its yearly volumes “‘at con- 
siderable expense primarily for the use of its editorial 
staff” it has ‘“‘only because urgently requested’’ been 
‘prevailed upon”’ to let subscribers have these indexes 
at $2.00 each. Remember please that this is ‘‘no 
mere table of contents. It is an analytical summary 
of everything that has been printed in the paper during 
the year.” Mr. Price is the significant name of the 
editor. 


Detroit Historical Monthly wasa nice little magazine 
but only four issues were published — all in 1923. 
Should any librarian with an historical department, 
or a hobby for such things, happen to read this note, 
we can send him a complete set for $1.25. 


Dramatist, a journal of dramatology, published by 
Luther B. Anthony at Easton, Pennsylvania, has 
used a consecutive pagination from vol. 1, no. 1, and 
arrived in January, 1924, at page 1202. We admire 
= courage of this editor in these degenerate magazine 

ays. 


Engineering and Contracting is, as we pointed out in 
our issue of January-April, 1923, a weekly of which 
each week of each vite bears a different name, thus 
forming four monthly magazines. Then four times 
a year, when an extra or fifth week comes in the month, 
a fifth name is used and thus a quarterly is obtained. 
Four monthlies and a quarterly, made out of one 
weekly magazine. Our previous notice was not quite 
accurate. There is more to the scheme than we sup- 
posed. The names of the four paid-subscription 
magazines are Roads and Streets, Waterworks, Rail- 
ways, and Buildings. The quarterly periodical 
covering the four month-ends which have a fifth week 
is called Equipment Review. In addition to the above 
“paid” magazines there are issued four free maga- 
zines called Roads and Street News, Waterworks News, 
Railways News, and Buildings News. These are 
identical with the others as to advertising, but only 
have half the text or so-called editorial matter, the 
recipient of the free issues being advised he can, by 
subscribing, get twice as much editorial matter. 
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International Review of the Science and Practice of 
Agriculture is issued by the International Institute 
of Agriculture in Rome, Italy. Vol. 2, no. 1, is Jan- 
uary—March, 1924. It is a quarterly and published 
in four editions — Italian, French, English, and Span- 
ish. The English edition is $3.00 a year, and as one 

uarterly issue has nearly 300 pages, it is a very big 
three dollars’ worth. The same Institute also issues 
International Review of Agricultural Economics and 
International Crop Reports and Agricultural Statis- 
tics. All three publications can be had for $6.00 
yearly. 

Journal of the Illinois State Historical Society has 
issued an Index to vol. 15, covering one year, but it 
makes a full-size number of 70 double-column pages. 
Every word in the volume must be indexed, and prob- 
ably some of the commas. Such industry is uncom- 
mon and we know a golden crown awaits the compiler. 


Literary Review. It will be interesting to see what 
becomes of this weekly of the New York Evening Post, 
now that its editor and practically all his staff have 
resigned in a body, and have started the Saturday 
Review of Literature. Literary Review has not only 
lost its ‘‘heart and lungs”’ but dropped its ‘‘volume 
number.” With the aid of our cobweb-covered school 
arithmetic we recently figured out what vol. 4, no. 23, 
would be, and had the real satisfaction of telling the 
publisher that he had sent us the wrong issue showing 
that Ladies Home Journal with the aid of Saturday 
Evening Post, and a Public ger can’t make as 
good a guess as we in filling orders for back numbers 
of the Review, their new baby. 


Living Age ran its pagination from vol. 320 through 
vol. 321, whether from design, ignorance, or careless- 
ness we do not know. Only these are those people 


who decided after mature deliberation and study, to 
omit title-page and index and then suddenly awoke 
nearly smothered under an avalanche of protests and 
hastened to print the two that had been skipped. 


McClure’s Magazine has now come completely back 
to Col. S. S. McClure, its founder, and at once we see 


a change for the better. The Colonel has changed 
the size back to the original handy octavo (7 x 10 
inches) with vol. 57, no. 1, May 1924. This leaves 
vol. 56 complete in four issues, but we compliment the 
publisher on = size and volume at once. Bind 
vol, 56 with vol. 55 if it is not too late. 


Motion Picture Equipment started in amy 1924, 
as a little 6 x 9 inch monthly, but we have before us 
vol. 1, no. 4, April, 1924, in a 9 x 12 form. Some 
magazines grow up very fast. 


Motion Picture Magazine has been on a small spree 
for January, 1924, is vol. 25, no. 12, and then Februar 
starts out as vol. 27, no. 1, and up to May the poor fis 
hadn’t discovered his sin of omission. It was just a 
year ago that we had occasion to reprimand his sister, 
Classic, for a similar escapade. It runs in the family 
and their mother, sad to state, doesn’t think such 
pranks matter. 


National Education Association Research Bulletin 
started in January, 1923, vol. 1, no. 1, but by Sep- 
tember, vol. 1, no. 4, we find the size increased an inch 
in height and half an inch in width. The first article 
in September is ‘‘What are the weak spots in a public 
school system?’’ Well anyhow one of them is to have 
the N. E. A. make two sizes out of one volume. Sister, 
it’s not done in the best circles. 
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North American Review has, with June, 1924, 
returned to the quarterly issue which was given up 
back in 1876. It will no longer be available on news- 
stands, so send us your subscription at once. Col. 
Harvey has resumed command and that alone will 
jump the circulation. 


North Carolina Booklet, that little magazine of local 
state interest, which refuses so often to answer our 
p naese pe as to whether it is dead or not has now pro- 

uced another number called vol. 22, nos. 1, 2, 3, 4, 
July, 1922—April, 1923. We hear it rumored that the 
North Carolina Historical Review in changing its gray 
cover (on no. 1), to a yellow (see no. 2) has offended 
the “Booklet” which has been yellow so long. We 
hope the offense, which was entirely unintentional, 
may result in the death of our irregular and silent 
contemporary, the N. C. Booklet. 


North Carolina Historical Review is a welcome new- 
comer in the field of State history quarterlies. It 
was born in January, 1924, at the office of the North 
Carolina Historical Commission, Raleigh, North 
Carolina. Vol. 1, no. 2, April, 1924, though the same 
size type page, is printed with wider margins and 
makes a much improved appearance, being half an inch 
wider and a whole inch talier. This offers a problem 
to the binder, but the gain in looks and dignity is such 
that we may pardon the change. Few new-born 
periodicals show such growth, thus early. 


The Nucleus, a magazine of the Fine Arts, is a new 
monthly literary periodical edited by Harry Rose- 
crans Burke and published in St. Louis. It has both 

rose and poetry, and is illustrated, vol. 1, nos. 3—4, 
is dated April-May, 1924. The first issue was called 
The Nucleus of Fine Arts in St. Louis and it still has 
much of St. Louis in it, both authors and advertisers. 
Such a well-gotten-up periodical deserves success in a 
much broader field. 


Pan-American Magazine. Not content with skip- 
ping six months (April to September) in 1923, and 
extending all subscriptions, this enterprising periodical 
has again kept us all guessing, and now announces 
that Feb., March, April, June, and Aug. 1924, are 
omitted, and a five months extension made. Now if 
Miss Pan-America would only skip one more we could 
all have a year in which to pay up our next renewals. 
Vol. 37, no. 1, is January, vol. 37, no. 2, is May, vol. 37, 
no. 3, is July, 1924, and to cap the climax January 
1924, has been withdrawn and cannot longer be fur- 
nished, even to those who had the ill luck to miss their 
copy — one more month extension granted to such! 


Reference Service on International A ffairs, Bulletin. 
Number one, dated July 1, 1924, of a new ‘“‘Service’’ 
has been issued by the American Library in Paris. 
The subject of this issue is “Present status of the 
postwar settlement,’”’ giving information as to the 
location of printed material regarding all treaties and 
conventions. Let the American Library in Paris 
know if you wish to receive this series. 


Special Libraries has issued a ‘‘Cumulated Index” 
to vols. 1-13, January, 1910, to December, 1922, 
which will be found of great value because these vol- 
umes have had so many bibliographies and lists that 
have never been published elsewhere. 

System, vol. 45, no. 2, is February, 1924, and begins 
page 135. We have before us also a number of System, 
for February, 1924, also called vol. 45, no. 2, which 
begins with page 65. The two issues are practically 
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different magazines; one is American, the other 
English. The London edition has nothing but En- 
glish advertisements, its text is entirely different, even 
to the spelling of those words in which the two great 
English speaking countries differ. Samuel Crowther 
contributes an article ‘‘Can Germany Come Back?” 
to the American number, and we find he has a con- 
tribution in the English number, “‘What is going on in 
German Industry today?”” The two are the same 
article — with certain changes thought necessary to 
make the British readers happy. Spelling is one 
change, we /abour in England. The New York num- 
ber says ‘‘Now American methods are being studied 
and the desire is to go in for specialized products.” 
For the Londoner this sentence ins ‘Now the 
desire is.’’ Later we are told about ‘‘Mass production 
in imitation of American methods.”’ Here the sons 
of John Bull must be kept in ignorance of this fact for 
they are only permitted to read ‘‘There has been some 
attempt toward mass production.” Now either 
System is ‘‘kidding’’ us along by telling how our ways 
are being imitated, or the British public is being told 
only a half-truth. We assume that if England was 
told that German /abor was using American methods, 
all subscribers to System foreign edition would cancel 
their subscriptions and call the magazine a ‘Bally 
American something or other.” We ask Really, now, 
would they, Bah Jove? Are they such silly asses? 


Tennessee Historical Magazine has made a brave 
effort to be up-to-date. January, 1922, came out in 
February, 1924, (and the fact is unblushingly printed 
on its cover), while April, 1924, which came to us in 
June, 1924, is the issue following January, 1922, the 
publisher having decided that it was better to lose 
two years at a gulp than to carry a double date. So 
vol. 7, no. 4, January, 1922, is followed by vol. 8, no. 1, 
April, 1924. We congratulate this magazine on doing 
the right thing at last. It really must be a terrible 
strain on an editor two years behind to see to it that 
no date appears in his text later than that on the cover 
of the periodical. 


Tome Topics is the pleasing name adopted by the 
Huntting Co. for its new house organ. It is quarto 
in size and to be issued “every once in a while.”” No. 
1 was September, 1923, no. 2, June, 1924. It truly 
is hard to get contributions to one’s magazine from 
those librarians who really could give information 
needed by their neighbors. Mr. Huntting desires 
contributions to his Topics but as yet without 
response — so he and his staff are forced to write the 
whole thing — and it’s interesting reading too, so why 
worry? 


Voices, a Journal of Verse, is published by Harold 
Vinal of Boston, now resident in New York City. 
Here is a little magazine aiming to publish the best 
available poems — in traditional and the newer forms. 
The best-known contemporary poets contribute to it. 
Intelligent review of worth-while volumes of poetry 
are a feature. It is bi-monthly, $1.50 a year. Vol. 
1, no. 1, was October, 1921. 


NEW BOOKS BY LIBRARIANS 


CHECKLIST OF AMERICAN PERIODICALS, 1741- 
1800, compiled by William Beer, aided by the libra- 
rian of the American Antiquarian Society. This 
interesting and valuable list, now reprinted from 
the Proceedings of the American Antiquarian Society 
for October, 1922, gives the brief record of ninety- 
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bo early American magazines, and indicates in 
what libraries copies or files may be found. As 
compared with the literary or popular magazine of 
today these early serials are most interesting and 
curious.

Library Buildings, Notes, 
and Plans. The author has written from personal 
experience, or from printed information from reliable 
sources. He has covered practically every problem 
connected with planning, erecting, and furnishing 
a library. On pages 53 to 152 floor plans and views 
of successful small libraries are included with descrip- 
tive notes. No building costing over $50,000 is 
considered. There are chapters dealing with interior 
arrangement, shelving, furniture, equipment, and 
small supplies. These are applicable to old as well 
as new buildings. 

It is unfortunate that Mr. Hadley does not list 
among publications giving ‘‘much assistance and 
suggestion”, that 400-page volume by Charles C. 
Soule, which, though published in 1912, is a com- 
pendium of the best thought on all phases of library 
buildings and work, much of which is still as valuable 
as of old. Mr. Soule had for years made a special 
study of this field and was the recognized authority 
of histime. His little tract of 1902 on library rooms 
and buildings is cited, surely his later and larger 
work deserved a place.
